Then P.T 
Barnam (of circus fame) latched onto The Drunkard and 
brought it to New York where it ran for 150 performances.

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2,000 would laugh in the wrong places. Finally Barnam 
closed the show when he found the crass New Yorkers 
applauding the villain, encouraging the hero to drink and 
vilely cursing the reformers. 

In 1933 the play was vividly revived in Los Ange- 
les and enjoyed the longest run in the history of legitimate 
theater, playing to packed houses of hissing and boo- 
ing audiences until it finally closed in 1962. In 1964 Bro 
Herrod adapted the show and made it a musical with his 
friend, Barry Manilow. In ran continuously for six years at 
the 13th Street Theatre in New York. Now Director Wendy 
Bidstrup and Music Director Nancy Sparklin are mount- 
ing another production of this historic melodrama. 

The cast includes Kevin Halligan as the hero, 
Kim Hrasky as the heroine, Carl Lamoreaux as Edward's 
foster brother, Joan Prescott as the widowed mother, 
David Pierce as the preacher, Michele Kelley as Carrie 
Nation, Mark Letourneau is the bartender, Helda Pacheco 
as Bill's demented sister, Maddy West as Julia, a child;

which is a shame, because we've had some very talented 
people serving on this committee," Mr. Jones said. "This 
was an excellent group of people, but unfortunately we 
weren't able to convince (voters) to go with us, by just one 
person." 

Mr. Jones also noted he was disappointed that 
Police Chief Lincoln Miller has been unfairly maligned in 
the press over the project and that voters seemed to turn it 
down based solely on the cost. 

"A big portion of our costs ... was due to state 
mandates," Mr. Jones said. "I would really like another 
chance. Not a Special Town Election, but give us another 
chance to go before the people again in November. I'm 
certain if we go out there and get the figures to the people, 
they will be convinced that this (project) is in the best 
interest of the town." 

"I think we need to formally schedule public 
meetings to get input from the greater public that prob- 
ably didn't bubble up to the Building Committee," Select- 
man Henry agreed. "It may allow the Building Committee 
to see what people's concerns are and, perhaps, what they

are willing to pay for. Perhaps we (also) need to look into 
other services ... not just the Police Department." 

"What you're looking at to the average homeown- 
er in Marion is the price of one to two cartons of cigarettes 
per year, which isn't a lot of money" Mr. Jones said. "If 
we can't come up with a little over $3 million, I think it's 
going to be difficult to convince people (to support) other 
projects." 

"(The current police station) is beyond repair," 
Chairman Jeffrey said. "We're certainly going to have to 
do something in the near future. I agree ... we should have 
at least one or two public hearings. Nobody wants their 
taxes to be raised, but this is really something we have to 
seriously take into consideration." 

Chairman Jeffrey went so far as to suggest Mr. 
Jones and his committee make a formal presentation dur- 
ing a future Selectmen's meeting that would be aired live 
and then rebroadcast over the town's government access 
channel. 

At 7:22 pm the board met with former Selectman 
David Pierce for an update on the Marion Water Commit- 
tee. 

Mr. Pierce was reappointed as Chairman of the 
Marion Water Committee for a term to expire on June 30, 
2007 and the following members were also appointed to 
serve on the committee for the same term of office: Pris- 
cilla Ditchfield; Rick Guerzoni; Don Torres; Rob Zora; and 
Julia Enroth- Whitlock.

Mr. Pierce also suggested the board name the 
engineering firm of Tata and Howard as the town's Water 
Engineers of choice for three ongoing water projects in 
Marion: the water testing and search for possible water 
resources at the former Hiller property just off County 
Road; the design, engineering and implementation of 
Phase 1 of the so-called "village loop" project; and to 
work with the town and the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water District in the design, engineering, and implemen- 
tation of the Mattapoisett to Marion water transmission 
line commonly called "The Marion Connection." 

"I think it is shared by the members of the Wa- 
ter Committee that water is a valuable commodity," Mr. 
Pierce said. "We have received notice from the Wareham 
Water /Fire District that they are looking at expanding 
their water line to County Road on the Marion town line. 
That is something we will be discussing." 

At 7:45 pm the board with Chairman Peter 
Winters and Co-Chairman Joseph Napoli of the Planning 
Board to discuss the proposed Wareham Mall project. 

"I guess we're here to request support to file an 
appeal to the decision (granting a permit for the Wareham 
Mall project)," Mr. Winters said. "Marion's traffic burden 
is expected to be 15 percent of all trips traveling via Route 
105 — or about 3,652 trips added to Marion roadways. 
Although the impact may not be substantial to a larger 
community, it will have significant impact to the Town of 
Marion."

Mr. Winters argued the project is going in right 
on Marion's border but only Wareham will reap the tax 
benefits of the project. 

"Certainly I think the Planning Board and Board 
of Selectmen want to make sure Marion isn't any more 
harmed than it needs to be," Chairman Jeffrey said. "The 
one question I have is, what would you see any (compen- 
sation) going toward?" 

Mr. Winters said any financial mitigation gar- 
nered through the appeal process would be used to 
supplement public safety services and, in particular, to 
fund traffic signals and road upgrades as needed. 

But Selectman Henry said he would not support 
allowing the Marion Planning Board to file an appeal

against the the Wareham Planning Board's and Zoning 
Board of Appeals' permitting of the mall project. 

"I think we should consider the political ramifica- 
tions of filing suit against a project that has already been 
permitted," Selectman Henry said. "As we speak, County 
Road is set to be upgraded ... and Route 105 has already 
been upgraded ... to accommodate the additional traffic. I 
find it very difficult, a year after we first heard about this 
project, to poke a stick through the wheel spokes." 

Selectman Henry said he felt Marion's concerns 
have already been heard and he made similar suggestions 
nearly a year ago but, in his estimation, the Marion Plan- 
ning Board "hasn't moved a dime." 

"Wareham has gotten significant resources from

the developer to mitigate the project's impact in Ware- 
ham," said Planning Board member Tom Magauran. "This 
project is in East Wareham ... and will have a significant 
impact on traffic patterns in Marion." 

"I talked to the Police Chief and he said it would 
have a significant impact on Marion ... he was concerned 
about it," Chairman Jeffrey said. "I (also) spoke to At- 
torney Bob Troy and he said if we didn't take this action, 
Wareham and the developer wouldn't do anything. I 
think the mall is going to happen — I don't think there's 
any question about it. But will Marion get its fair share? I 
was convinced that it made sense to move forward with 
(the appeal process)." 

Chairman Jeffrey added that there is an impend- 
ing deadline to file an appeal which is why this matter has 
come before them tonight. 

With that, the board voted to allow the Planning 
Board to seek an appeal of the Wareham Planning Board 
and/ or Zoning Board of Appeals relative to the Wareham 
Mall project via majority vote, with Selectman Henry in 
sole opposition. 

The board then discussed the process to search 
for a new full-time Town Administrator. Chairman Jeffrey 
said they have sent out Request for Proposals (PvFPs) to 
three firms which conduct the search. "It was our feeling 
that the role of the Town Administrator and how it's been 
depicted in the job description has been good," he said. 
"We're not looking to change that."

My cat eats his dry food very fast and then vomits it up on 
the carpet within 5 minutes. He has done this since he was 
a kitten. My wife wants to get new carpets but is afraid that 
the cat will ruin them and wants to get rid of the cat. Help! 

Your cat problem is pretty common. Essentially, you 
just have to make your cat eat slower. Probably the eas- 
iest thing to do is put 3 or 4 golf balls on top of the dry 
food. Then the cat has to move the balls each time he 
takes a new bite and it slows down the whole process. 
Other choices are to get 10 small plates and put only a 
small amount of food in each and then spread them out 
in the house. Other people will take an egg carton and 
put a few pieces of food in each of the egg depressions.

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

July 17, 2006

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, July 17 at 6:45 
pm by Chairman Bradford N. Morse. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon and Administrative Assistant Veronica Lafre- 
niere. Selectman Dan A. McGaffey was not present for the 
meeting. 

The board first met with Town Moderator Green- 
wood "Woody" Hartley and former Finance Committee 
(FinCom) Chairman Michael Costa to consider filling 
vacancies on the FinCom. With Mr. Costa's plan to step 
down and serve only as an alternate member for one more 
year, the joint boards unanimously voted to appoint both 
Michael Costa and Susan Whitney as alternate members 
of the FinCom, each for a one-year term; and the follow- 
ing as full FinCom members to serve out three-year terms: 
Tony Rucco; Bill Kiernan and Chris Stoltenberg. 

The board also met briefly with Town Treasurer 
Naida Parker to first approve the signing of a $65,000 
bond note with Eastern Bank for a 10-year period. Ms. 
Parker then reported that Moody's had reaffirmed the 
town's bond rating at A2, meaning they would continue 
to maintain strong credit. 

"Their only concern was our spending Free Cash 
this year to balance the budget," Ms. Parker said. "If we

At 7:15 pm the board met with representatives of 
the Wareham Fire District and Water Department (WFD- 
WD) to discuss plans for the County Road Water Main 
Extenstion project. 

According to WFDWD Superintendent Michael 
A. Martin, the $5.1 million project will entail installing 
an estimated 8.6 miles or 45,000 linear feet of water line 
within Wareham which will cross town lines at three key 
points in both Rochester and Marion. Since Rochester and 
Marion are already planning to reconstruct County Road, 
Mr. Martin said they were looking to "partner up" with 
the two neighboring towns and take advantage of the 
planned road work. 

"The first reason we want to do this is because of 
the County Road reconstruction," Mr. Martin said. "The 
Town of Wareham is going to be competing with other en- 
tities for a very limited amount of water that exists in the 
Plymouth/ Carver aquifer. We'd like to go to the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection (DEP) with ... connec- 
tions already in the ground." 

In addition, Mr. Martin explained that the Ware- 
ham Water /Fire District was formulated through an act of 
the legislature and, as such, they are restricted to selling 
water only to the inhabitants of Wareham according to 
state statute. Although some Rochester residents currently 
receive water from Wareham, this new project would

require a change in the state law as written. 

"The primary reason we're here tonight is to ask 
your support to help with your legislators ... to push this 
legislation forward," Mr. Martin said. "We're coming to 
you to get your thoughts (and) your ideas to how willing 
you are to join us in this project." 

By getting the legsilation changed, Mr. Martin 
said Wareham would be able to offer water to those 
Rochester residents on the town boundary where the new 
water line is to be installed. 

"It's not our plan to invade Rochester," Mr. 
Martin cautioned. "We're not going to bring water all the 
way to Plumb Corner ... but we're looking at being able to 
provide (water) to (Rochester) residents along the bound- 
ary line." 

Selectman Nunes asked how the cost would be 
borne for those Rochester residents who wish to con- 
nect to the Wareham water line. But Mr. Martin said they 
wouldn't need to hash out those details until sometime 
in early 2007. "Right now, that would be putting the cart 
before the horse," he said. "We need to get the legislation 
amended first, otherwise there's no reason to proceed 
(with the project)." 

In all likelihood, however, Mr. Martin did say that 
any Rochester resident wishing to connect to the Ware- 
ham water line would be treated the same as a Wareham 
resident/ water user and would be charged the same 
water usages and /or betterment rates.

Teachers Awarded Grants 

Many tri-town residents look forward to receiving 
the little blue telephone book ("The Blue Book") in their 
mailbox free-of-charge every year.

Province, was installed as the province's eleventh provin- 
cial by Reverend David P. Reid, SS. CC, who leaves that 
role after six years. 

The installation ceremony took place in Wareham 
at the Sacred Hearts Retreat Center's Chapel on Sunday 
July 9, the Feast of Our Lady Queen of Peace.

A Scanner Darkly. Starring Keanu Reeves 
and Robert Downey Jr. Directed by Richard 
Linklater. Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

The drug-induced paranoia of Philip K. Dick and 
the easygoing good nature of Richard Linklater make 
an unstable mix. A Scanner Darkly, which Linklater 
directed from Dick's 1977 cult novel, ultimately plays 
to too few of Linklater's strengths; it's garrulous and 
digressive, but the mood of bitter noir paranoia smoth- 
ers our enjoyment like a hot wet blanket. Linklater may have admired 
the novel — I do, too — but that doesn't necessarily make him the ideal 
director for this material. Neither does the convenient fact that he has a 
high-tech rotoscoping animation facility (left over from his 2001 film 
Waking Life) at his disposal. The animation tweaks reality just a notch, 
supplying a plausible visual launchpad for the film's hallucinatory mo- 
ments, but that's really all it does. For most of the movie, we're watching 
painstakingly animated footage of people talking. 

Which was fine in Waking Life, Linklater's phantasmagoric sketchpad 
movie of ideas. In that film, the style changed according to each speaker, 
illuminating and sometimes even critiquing the verbiage. A Scanner Darkly 
has the same glum look throughout — it owes a lot to graphic novels, 
especially the illustrations Julian Allen did for Bruce Wagner's serialized 
Wild Palms. Some touches, like the constantly shifting "scramble suits" 
worn by narcotics agents to cloak their identities, are trippy and inspired. 
But take away the look and you've got a bleak, grubby tale that just 
isn't suited to Linklater's sensibilities. The actors play their hearts out, 
particularly Robert Downey Jr. as the loathsome know-it-all Barris. But 
the material seems to be at a remove from us and from Linklater. There's 
nothing here he can really hook into, nothing special he brings to it. 

Keanu Reeves is actually rather touching as Bob Arctor, a narc 
who gets addicted to the powerful drug Substance D and, in the ultimate 
paranoid nightmare, finds himself assigned to spy on himself. Bob lives 
and associates with the expected drug casualties and outcasts, including 
a pugnacious Woody Harrelson and a freaked-out Rory Cochrane. He's 
also in love with Donna (Winona Ryder), a Substance D dealer he's using 
in order to make a connection with the next dealer up the ladder. Dick's 
narrative logic in the book — faithfully reproduced in the film — is mer- 
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ciless and fatalistic, a despairing string of catch-22s. Dick was writing 
from anguishing personal experience — he and many of his friends took 
heavy or fatal blows as a result of drugs. Linklater doesn't seem to have 
that kind of sadness or anger in him. So the film has no charge other than 
its funkadelic look, and it starts to drag. 

Linklater isn't a judgmental director — that's the strength of his 
warmer films, like Dazed and Confused, in which no one is really bad. 
And he allows Robert Downey Jr. to flesh out the double-crossing Barris 
with an appealing, rabbity intensity. He feels for the main characters, but 
when it comes time to delineate the corrupt bureaucracy they're up against, 
Linklater can't come up with anything. The piece's final twist comes off 
bland, as if Linklater didn't believe in it. He may be happy to have fellow 
Austinite and conspiracy theorist Alex Jones in his films for cameo riffs, 
but for Linklater, Jones' line of thinking (like Philip Dick's) is just one of 
many that make up a complex world. Linklater tries on Dick's paranoia 
like a scramble suit, but he never owns it, and it doesn't fit him well. 

A Scanner Darkly is certainly head and slumped shoulders above the 
usual summer fare (a weak compliment), and it may lead some viewers to 
Philip Dick's more fulfilling work — or to Linklater's. Unlike many films 
based on Dick's work (Blade Runner is still the best; others include Total 
Recall, Minority Report, and Paycheck), this is a movie made by a dutiful 
reader of the novel, a reader careful to include the relevant passages of 
the source material. As with the ultimately disappointing film version of 
Fight Club, I appreciated A Scanner Darkly on that level — Linklater had 
been faithful, hadn't screwed it up. Towards the end, Bob Arctor ponders, 
"Does a scanner see clearly or darkly?" Linklater doesn't see this material 
clearly or darkly enough. I don't know who would, really; Philip Dick 

— or, rather, the mischievous yet depressive tone of his work — is notori- 
ously hard to adapt. A Scanner Darkly comes closer than any other movie 
has but still doesn't quite get there. Once again, the old drug-addled guru 

— twenty- four years dead now — leaves Hollywood far behind.

Mattapoisett Tax Bills 

The first quarter of the 2007 Preliminary Tax Bills 
for the Town of Mattapoisett are due August 1. Tax bills 
were mailed on June 30 with payment coupons for both 
the first and second quarters attached. Taxpayers should 
retain the second quarter payment coupon for payment 
due by November 1. No other notification will be mailed. 
Notices of due dates will appear quarterly in The Wan- 
derer, on the Town's website, on local cable TV and on the 
Mattapoisett Lions Club board on Route 6. There will be a 
50-cent charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
online payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill, taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of August 1. 

Payment and coupon can be mailed to P.O. Box 
1596 or deposited in the mail slot at Town Hall. The re- 
ceipt portion and first quarter coupon may be brought to 
the office with payment during normal work hours. 

According to State statute, failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment is 
late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office by 
the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a per diem rate 
of 14 percent per state law. Any accrued interest for the 
first or second quarters shall appear on the third quar- 
ter coupon on the Actual Tax Bill in January. If taxes are 
escrowed and are paid by a bank or mortgage company 
electronically, taxes should automatically be paid quar- 
terly.

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Three for the History Books

Like many, I always think of perfect summertime ^ 
reading fare as the latest mystery from the likes of local 
native Robert B. Parker (his new Sunny Randall/Jesse 
Stone hybrid Blue Screen comes highly recommended) 
or a good historical novel a-la The Da Vinci Code (I'm 
currently savoring Louis Bayard's The Pale Blue Eye, a 
rich "what if featuring a young West Point cadet named 
Edgar Allan Poe). But there's always room for interesting 
non-fiction diversions, too — especially those dealing with 
the fascinating history to be found in our own backyards. 

To that end, there are three new and wholly unique volumes 
now available that chronicle the history of two tight-knit neigh- 
borhoods and one distinguished and revered sailing club — and 
all are ideal and recommended for a quick read on the beach or 
during a sunny summer afternoon interlude. 

First up, Mattapoisett resident Roy Miller's eyecatching labor 
of love, The Pillars: 100 Years - A Historical Narrative of Brant 
Beach. This wonderful 60-page tome details the century-long 
evolution of the so-called Brant Beach area of Mattapoisett, which 
is readily identified by the two stone pillars flanking its entrance. 
Like so many noted landmarks in the tri-towns, everyone seems 
to know of the pillars, but few knew how they came to be. Mr. 
Miller sets out to change all that with his meticulous research dat- 
ing back to the colonial days of Rochester and later as the former 
"West Neck" area of Mattapoisett came into its own. 

Lavishly illustrated with both color and black-and-white pho- 
tos, the book also offers such caveats as an appendix of landowners 
in the village dating back to 1747, the lyrics to "The Brandt Island 
Club Anthem" which was penned in 1899, and other tidbits about 
the waterview community which currently boasts some 121 houses 
and cottages. 

Like Mr. Miller, historian Natalie Sylvia Hemingway's 

affection for her beloved Fairhaven is readily apparent in her 
latest installment, North Fairhaven, Massachusetts: Historical 
Tour. Publishing by and for the North Fairhaven Improvement 
Association (NFIA) as a fundraiser for local scholarships, Ms. 
Hemingway's concise 38-page booklet reads like a detailed tour 
guide of present-day North Fairhaven — formerly called "Oxford 
Heights" when Acushnet was then known as "North Fairhaven." 

Among the contemporary landmarks whose origins are traced 
within: the legendary Oxford School, the sprawling Dana Farm 
property, the Sacred Hearts School and Academy, the Coggeshall 
Street Bridge, the Livesey Club and Livesey Memorial Park, and 
the late great Bijou Theater, which first began life as the American 
Theatre showcasing silent movies with piano accompaniment for 
just 10 cents in the 1920s.

Last but not least, veteran historian and author Judith West- 
lund Rosbe of Marion has also added another solid entry to her 
list of historical works with the publication of The Beverly Yacht 
Club, one of Arcadia Publishing's stellar "Images of America" 
photographic series. Like her two previous publications, Marion, 
Massachusetts and Maritime Marion, Ms. Rosbe focuses on the 
town's indelible connection to the waters of Sippican Harbor and, 
more precisely, the history of a prestigious sailing club with roots 
dating back to 1872. 

Ms. Rosbe 's 128-page pictorial history of the BYC employs 
some 200 photographs to trace the proud legacy of a club which 
was started by yacht designer Edward Burgess in 1872 and a cen- 
tury later spawned the Buzzards Bay Regatta (the largest multiclass 
regatta in North America), the Marion-to-Bermuda Race in 1977, 
and went on to become home port to some of the finest racing 
yachts on the east coast.
